One Town Inundated Bv

more than 110 lives, reports 
reaching here from inundated 
districts indicated today. 
The greatest death toll was 
(taken at Moissac, a town on 
the river Tarn, where, ac­ 
cording to reports, a dam 
burst during the night flood­ 
ing the community and caus- ! 
ing

Franco was virtually isolated to­ 
day and attempts to make exart 
j estimates of the casualties and 
damage

IMor to the bursting of the dam 
at Moissac, more than forty per­ 
sona were known to have lost their 
lives in various towns along the 
Tarn, Lof^ baronne, Aude, Agout, 
St. Amour and 
Correze, 
all of 
which ar** now raging torrents. 
The government has taken every 
possible measure to bring relief 
to the victims of the floods. 
Pre­ 
mier Tardieu. himself, and other 
tablnet officers are directing the 
relief work from here. 
The floods followed cloud bursts 
and torrential rains.

casonne district, coffins being torn 
up front the ground and carried 
away.
